A VISION OF 1900. 



Can any one realize the exceedingly proba- 
ble tact that iu 1900 — only twenty-nine years 
from now — the population of the United Slates 
will number 75,000,000 of citizens ? Yet, says 
n contemporary, Mr. Samuel F. Buggies proves 
that this will be the case, without making al- 
lowance for annexations, North and South, 
that will certainly come about, Mr. Sumner and 
all others to the contrary notwithstanding. He 
shows the reasons for his prophecy in figures, 
and although the old saw that "figures won I 
lie ' is the most unvcracious of proverbs, Mr. 
Ruggles' figures hare 'acquired a reputation of 
their own, and a good one at Ihat. For the 
past thirty or forty years, he has been figuring 
about our inter.ial and domestic commerce; 
and, although he has otter been accused of ro- 
mancing in figures, the facts have always sus- 
tained his predictions. When, therefore, the 
ablest, most experienced, and most trustworthy 
statistician now living, tells us that we shall 
have a population of 75,000,000 in 1900, the 
younger part of the present generation may as 
well consider what awaits them in their matu- 
rity and old age. Seventy-five millions of peo- 
ple in the I'nited States implies the settlement 
of the entire South and West by as dense a 
population as that of Massachusetts; the recla- 
mation of the and wastes of the great plains 
by irrigation; the development of States as 
strong as Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois a!ong the 
Kocky Mountains J the settlement of the Utah 
Basin by four or five millions of agricultural 
and pastoral people; the development of a tier 
of agricultural Slates along our northern bor- 
der, from Lake Superior to the Pacific, as pop- 
ulous and prosperous as Missouri and Minne- 
sota; the growth of the Pacific States into 
commonwealths as rich and populous as New- 
York and Pennsylvania. It means that New 
Y'ork will cover the whole of Manhatten Island 
with a population of at least two millions, to 
say nothing of the outlying suburbs in New 
Jersey and across the East river ; that Chicago 
anil St. Louis will each become as large cities 
in fact, as they are now iu their own estima- 
tion, and that San Francisco will have half a 
million of inhabitants.

The negro is in the 
undisputed enjoyment of every right lhat be- 
longs lo citizenship, so faras Ihe General Gov- 
ernment can cloths hint wi.h such rights, 
many of ihcin holding important and lucrative 
positions, whilst their former masters are 
caretuliv excluded from office, and are citizens 
only in name. The bond-holder is drawing his 
semi-arnual dividends in gold upon an invest- 
ment ot greatly depreciated paper, whilsl the 
balnnce of ihe community can scarcely get 
geenhaeks enough to supply their daily wants, 

The devotion ot the Radical party lo Ihe ne- 
gro, though constant like many other diseases, 
may be styled periodical and spasmodic. 
The fever rises to Us greatest heighth just pre- 
ceding an Important election. Afterwards it 
assumes a malignant type, which may readily 
be discovered from a fixed disposition to 
avenge fancied injuries, and to perse, ule every, 
body w ho is not afflicted with the same malady 
On one occasion, when Ihe Senate of the 
United States was in a violent paroxysm, nnd 
when Radical ni"inbers could not rind Ian- 
gauge strong enough to exprtss their bound- 
less love tor the negro, Saulsbury. ol Delaware, 
rose in his place and pioclaimed to the world 
that the white man hail one friend who would 
be here to Ihe last. This declaration, instead 
of infuriating the Radicals, as might have been 
supposed, had a soothing effect, and lor the 
rest of lhat day they enjoyed uuusual tranquil- 
ity of mind. [Laughter ] But it must ho re- 
membered that negroes and bond holders con- 
stitute a small minority of our people. Both 
classes together do not comprise a tenth of our 
population, and it is scarcely fair lhat the re- 
maining nine tenths should be forgotten whilst 
the Radicals bestow all the compliments up, n 
the negroes ami all the gold upon Ihe bond- 
holders. [Applause.] 

MRS. LINCOLN. 

The Radical party Iihs done many things 
that never were done belore in this country. 
The pension of three thousand dollars per year 
granted to Mrs. Lincoln is a small affair of it- 
self, but it is a new feature in our legislation 
A pension lo the soldier or the sailor w ho has 
been disabled in the military or naval service 
hsi been uniformly allowed, but a civil pen- 
sion allowed to the family of a man who him- 
self had enjoyed the honors nnd emoluments of 
the highest positions in the gift of the people, - 
is a novelty in the land, nnd is only another 
evidence of the rec kless audacity of the party 
in power, nnd of the utter disregard of the 
restraints of the Constitution, as well as the 
demands of common justice. Mis. Lincoln is 
a lady of fortune, and was residing in Europe 
when Ibe pension was granted She was in 
no sort of need of the appropriation, but (he 
Radical party has become ambitious>of imitat- 
ing the fashions and customs of European so- 
ciety, and like all imitators, they select the 
follies, the detects, nnd the absurdities of for- 
eign systems lo the neglect of all that is virtu- 
ous or good among them. England has a civil 
tension roll, and those who figure highest upon 
the list are of all men least in need of Ihe 
money. If we are to have one, too, it is appro- 
priate that the first person selected should be 
as far removed from the pressure of want as 
possible. 

ANOTHER WIDOW. 

Not long after this munificent donation to 
the widow Lincoln, another widow, whose life 
has been blameless, who bad been despoiled of 
her Inberitence by the Government, and whowas 
now bereft of her only means of support by lbs 
death ot her husband, is presented for the 
consideration of Congress. Her fathers had 
stood b/ the cradle in which your liberties 
rocked in the revolution. Old age had 
whitened her locks and disease had paralysed 
her limbs so that she could not move one be- 
lore the other. Justice nnd human nature 
might olead in her behalf, but she bore Ihe 
name of Lee, and thai was an offense that 
would uot !)•• forgiven even over the grave of 
the man who gave it to her. The resolution ot 
inquire, although it involved a question o! 
right and title, and nroposed a settlement upon 
the principles ol substantial justice, was voted 
down. 1 have been greatly censured for my 
feeble effort to protect the rights of this unfor- 
tunate lady, but there is no act of my life in 
which I take a greater pride. If my name is 
lo live among men when I am gone, it will he 
because, in the presence of a powerful and 
vindictive majority, I raised my voice in favor 
of even-handed justice to Ihe stricken mother 
aud tbejDrphaa child. [Applause.] 

OUR PUBLIC DOMAIN, 

Which has heretofore been a source of revenue 
to the Government, nnd regarded as Ihe home 
of countless sons of toil, is now almost mo- 
nopolized by a lew chartered companies, which 
will extort any price from the settler lhat their 
insatiate averice can obtain. Congress has 
granted as much land to a single railroad as 
there is in Kentucky and all the New England 
Slates. This property was yours in joint 
ownership with nil the peole in the Uniied 
States. I might challenge the pages of his- 
tory to furnish such an example ol spoliation 
by a government upon its own people, were it 
not true that the Radical party itself can pro- 
duce a parallel. Who can estimate the power 
and influence of these rich incorporations upon 
the political destinies of our country 7 Their 
charters place them beyond the reach of jus- 
tice by giving the Federal courts jurisdiction 
of all questions involving their interest. Re- 
trained by no principle, and amenable to no 
law, they will/ide rough-shod over the rights 
of the people.

On the contrary the Indian wars of the lust ten 
years have requited a vast expenditure. 

We hate twenty-odd admirals and rear 
admirals who ought lo be nt si a, but as we 
have a very small navy most of them live on 
dry Land. As iheir salaries are good, they re- 
side in the fishionable portions of New York 
ami Washington, and amuse themselves in 
discussing questions of rank involving various 
points ol etiquette to be observed in approach- 
ing, saluting, and in retiring from the presence 
of an admiral of the navy of the United Slates. 
These discussions grew warmer and warmer, 
until a member of the Senate actually unro- 
ll ced a bill, whi< h pasted the Senate, lo settle 
nil Ihc-e points by law. Whether it passed the 
House ov not I u in unable to state, as I took no 
stock in the controversy. 

SAN DOMINGO. 

The la-t item of expense to which I will call 
your attention was an outfit for some com* 
mission CTi who were sent on a war steamer lo 
sear, h Ihe Carribean Sea for a colony of flee 
negroes who could be hired for live or ten 
million lo become citizens of the I'mted States. 
It was generally understood, in well-it. formed 
circles, before the con mission left, lhat ihey 
would return With a highly favorably r< port, 
ami tha: Ihey would diSCOTer in the illiterate 
and half-naked betbariani of San Domingo ail 

the elemeu's of a llirifly nnd Well-Organised 
rnnasannllj 1 can see no reason under the 
canopy of heaven why any man should desire 
Ihe annexation of that island except that when 
incorporated into a State, it would probably 
casl three electoral voles for the Radical ticket. 
But Ihe misdeeds of the Radical parly opens ft 
lie d as boundless as the private rights they 
have violated, and the principles they have 
| wantonly sacrificed. The great charter of our 
liberties has been marred ami mutilated, until 
the sovereign States of Ibis Union bare been 
reduced to the condition of abject dependencies 
upon the imperial will of the General Govern- 
ment. 

THE FM> BEGUN. 

The people of the country arc well aware of 
these facts, and we have hail n recent and 
thrilling example of their full appreciation. 
The big gun lhat was fired in New Hampshire 
in March Inst, sent forth the longest and 
loudest note that ever was rung in behalf of 
Ihe toiling millions, gladdened their hearts, 
and Inspiring them wilh courage and hope for 
I lie future. If that note was a living joy lo 
the man who earns his bread by the sweat of 
his face, it was a wail of woe to Ihe despots 
who have crushed out your liberties, and 
despoiled you of your substance. Woe to the 
Carpet-bagger! who are crying for arms to 
delend themselves against the people whom 
they misrepresent 1 Woe to the Freedman's 
Bureau, the Indian agencies, and the millions 
that have been squandered upon party favor- 
ites 1 and woe to Ihe glittering dreams of the 
bond-holder and his fancied monopoly of all 
Ihe gold in the country, and to the funding 
system, which seeks wilhou'. redemption, to 
fasten the load upon you and your children for 
forty years. 

Funding system, bureaus, and carpet-bags, 
are nil political inventions, and Ihe Radical 
party has tiled a caveat with a view of taking 
out letiers patent for their discoveries. The 
trial is set for November. 1872. New Hamp- 
shire has already deelared against the applica- 
tion by a majority of more than five thousand. 
She admits noveltv in design, nnd ingenuity in 
construct ion, but contends that the contrivnnces 
are neither useful nor ornamental. It will 
cost hundreds of millions to run the machinery, 
and its blighting influence will be felt at evry 
hamlet and hearthstone from Maine loGeorgiu. 
[Applause.] The approaching elections are of 
no ordinary interest. The Radical party, 
which has held sway for ten years, has well 
uigh made shipwreck of everything that was 
good or available in our republican institu- 
tions. Not satisfied wilh the ruin it has 
wrought, it is now marshaling its forces for a 
last assault upon the inhabitants of civil lib- 
erie. A military chieftain leads Ihe van. and 
the brazen notes of the trumpet summon his 
followers to his standard. 

THE AVAILABLE RESOURCES 

of the Radical party may be summed up under 
four heads: the press, the stump. Ihe army, 
and the money which has been drawn from 
vour pockets by taxation. There was another 
element of strength in former campaigns, but 
that element has been greatly weakened if not 
wholly destroyed by ile own excesses. 



PULPIT POLITICS 

have met with a heavy decline since the con- 
Clnalon of the war. and from the present down- 
ward tendency it would be difficult to assign 
any market value to the commodity. A few 
fancy establishments in New Y'ork and Boston 
are slill under way, anil it is believed lhat even 
they are tloing business On the profits of former 
years, while the entire stock in the hands of 
retailers, drummers and hummers, is a total 
loss. To show the extent of this failure, refer- 
ence may be made to a single article. Gull 
traps, which have been nt a high premium, 
have depreciated to nothing at all, which is 
their true value. It requires the rarest skill 
lo set one so as to catch a negro, and I have 
not heard of a Democrat being caught in one 
of them for live years. They nre like Ihe Cal- 
ifornia editor wilh the infernal machine — Ihey 
know them as soon ns Ihey see them. The 
reason why pulpit politicians have lost Iheir 
inlluence is perfectly obvious to any man who 
will lake the trouble of reflecting for one 
moment. They are too intolerant and vin- 
dictive, loo cruel and blood-thirsty. They 
have nursed their wrath and sung the song of 
death until the blood has fled from their faces, 
leaving their cadaverous countenances pale and 
colorless as the marble lhat presses upon the 
cold bosoms of their victims. Insensible to 
shame and steeled against the impulses of u' 
common humanity, they proclaim every man a 
public enemy who has ibe independence lo 
hold and express an opinion of his own. If 
you shall presume lo differ in the slighest de- 
gree wilh one of these men, you are denounced 
at a rebel and a copperhead. From division 
and discord they derive support and importance, 
while peace and confidence woula consign 
them to neglect and contempt. And yet these 
arc the men who are determined, by lire and 
sword, to proceed in the work of reconstructing 
Southern society. 

Did you ever contemplate one of these polit- 
ical evangelists on bis mission o, mercy to Ibe 
Southern people ? During ft canvass he be- 
comes extaemely pious. He keeps Ihe Lord 
posted in Ihe current political news of the day 
in his sermons, and in his prayers he asks 
little beyond the success of the Radical patty. 
On a fine Sabbath morning he may be seen 
wending his way to a camp-meeting. He 
takes his seat among the elders null circuit 
riders, and tlie ardor of his devotional exercises 
could only be equalled by Ihe serene hypocrisy 
lhat plays around his countenance. On ihe 
eve ol ihe election he descends from the pulpit, 
girds himself with a revolver nnd a bowie- 
knife, lakes a torch in one hand and a slung- 
shoi in the other, nnd goes forth l<ke a fierce 
bandit nrnied cap-a^iie to protect the purity of 
the ballot-box, which he does by driving white 
men from the polls and forcing negro men and 
women lo vote the Radical ticket. And if in 
his zeal he should burn up a town and kill 
forty or fifty men and ten or a dozen women 
and children, he immediately goes before a 
justice of Ihe peace and makes oath that Ihe 
Ku-Klux were in the wrong from the begin- 
ning to Ihe end of the difficulty — that the 
blood of the slain cries lor vengeance, nnd thai 
it will require a military force of n thousand 
men lo preserve order and enforce the laws iu 
that neighborhood. This Statement is support- 
ed by a negr.i of d mbiful character, and 
Several of the most respectful gentlemen in the 
country are arrested and imprisoned, nnd 
Radical journals and Radical orators vie with 
each other in applauding Ihe extraordinary 
energy displayed iu bringing the criminals lo 
justice. 

AT WHOSE DOOR? 

I do not wish lo be misunderstood. 1 am no 
apologist for crime. I would protect the 
White man. the red man. and Ihe b ack man 
in every constitutional right thai belongs lo 
them. How lar Ihe government itself is re- 
sponsible for ihe outrages of n Inch it complains 
so loudly we need uot slop to inquire. It has 
sen! large bodies of armed Iroops among the 
people in limes of profound peace. At elections 
in loyal States, it has undertaken lo over-awe 
the civil authorities by placing soldiers around 
the polls; and in its own practices has furnish- 
ed ex: niples of ihe highest of crimes. It is n 
part of Ihe history of Ihe Radical party that 
Mrs. Snrralt, a respectable widow lady of the 
city of Washington, was taken without law, 
and in defiance of law. and put lo a public, 
shameful and ignominious death. And it is 
further true that this outrage has never been 
Investigated, and that tome of the chief actors 
in the bloody irarcdy now hold important 
offices under ihe administration of President 

Grant, If there has ever been committed ft 
more cold. blooded atrocity south of Mason and 
Dixon's line llian the death of Mis. Surralt, it 
h is never come to my knowledge, nnd if one 
Radical politician, North or S .nth, has ever 
raised his voice in condemnation of the deed, 1 
have never heard it. 

But the great name of the Federal Goiern- 
ra»tit can not consecrate crime. It is our duty, 
and it should be our pleasure, to suppress it. 
No mini ever improved his physical, his moral, 
or his mental condition by committing a mur- 
der ; and il his own principles are not sufficient 
lo restrain him, the laws of Ihe Stale should 
stay his hand from its perpetration. 

RETROSPECT. 

It is sometimes profitable to make a brief 
reference lo Ihe past, by way of illustrating 
the duties of the present. In Ibis country the 
people always have been and always will be 
divided in Iheir tenttimouts on political sub- 
jects. The Whigs and the Democrats were na- 
tional parlies wilh national issues, and in the 
success of either, the country had the guarantee 
of a national administration. Each of Ihese 
parlies acknowledge its allegiance to the Con- 
stitution as Ihe supreme law of the land, and 
however healed the strife, when Ihe smoke of 
battle had cleared away, peace and order and 
security reigns'd in our midst. Bui since Kadi 
cal s-ii raised its black Hag the ark of the cov- 
enant has been draped in mourning, the lire 
of liberty has been quenched upon the altar, 
and the temple, which was erected by the 
SWoat, and toil ami blood of the fathers, and 
consecrated by their prayers, has been profaned 
by the presence nnd worship of an African 
idolatry. I'nder such circumstances there is 
but one couise left for us to pursue, and that is 
to stand by ihe Constitution and defend it Irom 
every invasion, to stand by the reseived rights 
of the people a nd maiulain Iheir cause, solemn- 
ly invoking the exercise of Iheir reason and 
judgment, and uot appealing lo Iheir passions 
and prejudice. 

The restoration of the Constitution and the 
Union, and Ibe renssertion ot the fundamental 
principles of civil liberty, ate the ends and the 
aims of the approaching campaign. Bqual 
rights lo all, and exclusive privileges to none, 
and the perfect equality of the Stales in Ihe 
Union, and of the citizens iu the States, with 
Uniform taxation and a common currency for 
all, are the mottoes which will be inscribed on 
our banners, and as they will float in victory 
or sink in defeat, so will rise or fall the hopes 
and ihe destinies of the republic. 

Whatever may have been your former party 
names or associations, if you indorse these 
principles and purposes we cordially invite you 
to join our standard and to share our fortunes. 
If there be a man present whose judgment ap- 
proves our cause, but refuses his co operation 
from a prejudice against our name, I would re- 
mind him that one mightier than he discarded 
such unworthy considerations when his coun- 
Iry demanded his services. There was a 
patriot in ibis land who was neither ashamed 
nor afraid to co-operate with Democrats when 
the Constitution was iu peril. In the last 
speech be ever made in Kentucky he offered 
them the tribute of a grateful heart, and so 
great was his abhorrence of fanaticism that he 
went on to say, lhat If the Whig parly were 
to become a contemptible abolition faction he 
was no longer a Whig; but would be found 
battling with that parly which should remain 
true lo the Constitution, If you arc or have 
fejn a Whig, I ask you lo study the character 
and to imitate the example of Henry Clay. 

RECONSTRUCTION. 

I shall allude very briefly to the reconstruc- 
tion measures ol Congress, grouping them to- 
gether and submitting a lew general remarks. 
There is one leading idea which underlies the 
whole Superstructure, him lhat is the usurped 
power of Congress to regulate and control Ihe 
question of suffrage in the States. In tho hu- 
giuuiug of ISM war Uie purposes of its prosecu- 



tion were clearly and distinctly stated by each 
department of the Federal Government. Con- 
gress, by a vote approaching unanimity, de- 
clared that it was waged to maintain niid de- 
fend Ihe Union and the Constitution, with the 
rights of the several States unimpaired, and 
thai when these objects should be attained the 
war ought to cease. President Lincoln, in 
speaking with reference to the policy and 
power ol imposing terms and conditions upon 
the conquered Confederacy, said in substance 
that he would not if he could, and he could 
not if he would; and the language of the Su- 
preme Court is as direct and explicit. And 
our ministers at foreign courts were instructed 
lo so assure Ihe Governments where they re- 
sided as American representatives. 

Such were the proclamations that called Ihe 
people lo arms, and such was the understand 
ing of the brave men who voluntarily offered 
their lives in defense of the flag of the Union. 
They fought the light and kept the faith. The 
articles of capitulation entered into upon the 
tented field, signed by a Boldier's hand, and 
sealed by a soldier's honor, attest the fact. 
Read at your leisure the terms of Gen. John- 
son s surrender, nnd ask the rank and file of 
Sherman's army if there was a man in the lines 
who did not shout his approval of the action of 
his commander ? 

But there was a body of men who had 
smelt the battle afar off, a ho had fattened upon 
Ihe spoils without encountering the dangers of 
war. who were lining their pockets with gold- 
bearing bonds, whilsl the soldiers labored upon 
ihe ramparts or defended Ihe ditch ; these men 
did not intend that the mailer should be set- 
tled so easily. Gen. Grant was sent to in- 
spect Ihe condition of the Southern people. 
Hereporled that they regarded the right ol seces- 
sion as having been decided by the tribunal of 
arms, and lhat they accepted the situation in 
good faith. Did Ibis assurance ou the pari of 
the commanding general have the slightest 
influence in restoring ihe Southern Stales to 
their lights in the Union? Has any compli- 
ance wilh any lequisition, or any submissiou 
to wrong, softened Ihe hearts of Ihe relentless 
oppressors who seem determined to grind them 
to the dust? 

I do not propose lo discuss the plan of recon- 
struction recommended by Lincoln, nnd a for- 
ward adopted by Johnson. I shall not dwell 
upon the division of the Southern States into 
military cantonments, with a general invested 
with all power at the bend of each ; Dor upon 
their subsequent consolidation into a single 
militnry district, when they were transferred 
in a body to the absolute and arbitrary do- 
minion of n single mnn, nnd lhat man ihe 
Radical candidate for I'rcfident. 

The lawless proceedings of these military 
governments, and their reckless and outrageous 
usurpation, nre well understood by you nil. 
A military government is, at best, a cold and 
cheerless affair; but when, as in this instance, 
Ihe Governor was f,r removed from the peo- 
ple ; when his condurt was Influenced by the 
promptings of enemies, and not by the counsel 
of friends; when a military order supercedes 
the judgment of a court, lhat is the night of 
despotism itself. If the arid islands of the 
ocean have been populated with convicts who 
were unacquainted with their own offenses, it 
is precisely what might have been expected 
from such an infernal system. I will not in- 
still your intelligence by a question as to Ihe 
constitutionality of these measures. 

You all remember how negro suffrage wns 
forced upon ihe people, in the teeth of their 
expressed will lo Ihe contrary. The question 
was submitted to a lote in several of tho 
Northern Slates, and if lliere was one of them 
that did not decide against it by n majority 
varying Irom 5,000 to 40.000, I do not remem- 
ber it. Yet tho Legislatures of these States 
indorsed the Fifteenth Amendment, nud Con- 
gress made its ratification a condition pre- 
cedent to Ihe ndmissiou of several of the 
Southern States, and, moreover, violated its 
plighted Mth f'V refusing to admit some of iheir 
Senators and Representatives, even after Ihey 
had complied with the condition. The two 
Senators from Georgia were admitted to iheir 
seats only a few dais before the expiration of 
the Forty-first Congress. If you have rend 
the newspapers you have discovered that 
Georgia has had a hard lime. Whenever a 
demand was made by the Government, the 
Legislature of Georgia would comply and pro- 
ceed to also! Senators to occupy the vacant 
seats belonging lo lhat Stale, and I believe 
seven h d actually been elected before one had 
been qualified. Congress had no right to 
impose Ihe ratification of the Fifteenth 
Amendment as a condition upon any Slate. 
Congress is only authorized to propose, and 
not lo enforce, the ratification of an amend- 
ment. This Migrant violation of Ihe Constitu- 
tion, as well as the known wishes of Ihe peo- 
ple, was consummated upon the idea that il 
would secure the negro vote for the Radio i 
parly, and Grant is now looking abroad for 
more negro votes to keep him iu power. But 
all the negroes in the United Stales nnd tho 
West Indies could not re-elect him. He may 
annex San Domingo, but nothing short of 
the continent of Africa can save him. [Ap- 
| plnuse.] 

There is a conservative element in Ihe Rad- 
ical parly which would rejoice to see an end 
of Ihe turmoil of reconstruction, that all t he- 
Stales might again be placed on terms of 
eqn dity, and when the w hole American people 
would be bound together in the bonds of a 
fraternal union. Theie is also in that party a 
violent and vindictive element which will 
never cease to agitate and reconstruct us long 
as their appeals c n leach a single prejudice 
in the Northern mind. Butler's Ku Klux bill 
would, in effect, have placed Kentucky and 
ihe entire South under martial law. There 
was lo be in each county a commissioner of 
the United Stales, invested wilh constabulary 
and judicial power, and authorized to summon 
to his aid the military and naval forces of tho 
United States. The county as mi incorpora- 
tion, could have beeu sued for any outrage in 
its borders before the Federal court, and the 
plaint ill could have directed the marshal to 
levy Ihe execution on your properly or mine, 
and reduced us and our families to beggary, 
although we were innocent of all crime, and 
were n thousand miles away when the ottense 
was committed, if, indeed, any offense was 

committed. 

CONCLUSION. 

When William, the bastard, of Normandy, 
conquered England nnd divided up Ihe lands 
among the military adventurers who followed 
his fori lines, laws were enacted making the 
hundred responsible for the arrest and punish- 
ment of offenders. But these harsh measures 
were resorted to on purpose lo enslave a sub- 
jugated people, nnd Iheir barbarous alrocily 
was so glaring lhat lliere is little mention 
made of lliein in Ihe criminal jurisprudence of 
that country. If there is such a law in force 
to day among the Turks, or the Hottentots, the 
Calmucks, or the Tartars — if the despot of 
Austria ever imposed it upon Hungary, or if 
the Czar of Russia ever attempted it in Poland 
— 1 am not aware of the fact; and yet Butler's 
bill lacked only two of a two-third vote to 
take it up out of its order. The hill which 
finally passed Congress is yet more objection- 
able in its provisions. The great writ of 
habeas corpus, which has stood since the days 
of King John as a bulwark between Ihe rights 
of the citizen on one side and arbitrary and 
despotic power on Ihe other, may now be sus- 
pended at the discretion of President Grant. 
If all the safeguards which the law throws 
around the citizen arc to be withdrawn, what 
is the difference in points of fact between this 
and any oilier country where the will of a 
despot is the law of the lands. The contem- 
plation of such wicked and lawless usurpation 
convinces us that its authors are unworthy of 
public confidence, and that the safety of tho 
Republic demands their expulsion from power. 
If the Democrats are only true to themselves, 
and true to their time-honored principles, a 
glorious and a double victory, State and Fed- 
eral, awaits them. Let them then gird on the 
whole armor of truth, and make the campaign 
with a zeal, an energy, and a courage worthy 
of the great cause and ihe great principles in- 
volved in the controversy. The rights of the 
States and the liberties of the citizens have 
been borne down and crushed to earth by the 
force of consolidated nnd centralized power; 
but it is a part of onr political faith that they 
will rise ajjaiu. [Applause.]

THE CAMPAIGN IN THE MOUNTAINS— 

A LETTER FROM COL- 8. I. M. MAJOR— 
A CHEERING AND GRAPHIC VIEW OF 
THE SITUATION. 

Prestoxsdcri;, June 17. 
Dear Yeoman : That I have sadly neglected 
the Yeoman and its readers in this expedition 
to the mountains, is a charge to which I mu-t 
plead guilty, and throw mysell upon the ruercv 
of the court. My inexperience as a traveler 
on the outside of a horse — the cares falling 
upon me to provide for man and beast — the 
excessively hot weather — the singular fancies 
of the original engineers or projectors of the 
roads in this land of magnificent and roueh 
distances, with some of the acknowledged 
hebits of a man constitutionally tired, arc the 
mitigating circumstances. Let me say further, 
that this hasty note i3 penned at 5 A. M., just 
before I take saddle for Salyersville, and I well 
know, amongst your home readers, that your 
correspondent is half way acquitted by them, 
if not commended for his industry. 

I shall take a time of more ease and leisure 
hereafter to give you my impressions of this 
country and its people. 1 have now a few 
words to say of Leslie and Harlan. I 
have traveled with them and attended 
their discussions at the first eight points 
on the list, commencing with Vaocenurg 
and ending at Whitesburg, where 1 left their 
company to meet them again to-day in Ma- 
goffin county. After the long and hard ride 
from Piketon to Whitesburg, a distance of 55 
miles over the dividing ranges of mountains 
between the Big Sandy and the Kentucky- 
rivers, both candidates admitted themselves too 
much exhausted lo speak, and were excused by 
the crowd. However, they started in health 
and good spirits thai afternoon on the road to 
Hazard, since which time I have not heard 
from them. The Democratic side (both man 
ami horse) seemed to have the advantage in 
enduring the fatigues of the journey. The 
Governor, in addition lo being the lighter 
weight avoirdupois, you know understands 
better the management of the Imrse from his 
early experience as a wagon-driver and carter. 
The journey has been socially most agreeable 
and pleasant, frequently on the roadside, 
when beds were scarce, the embodiments of 
most antagonistic political principles lying 
down to sleep in the same couch, dividing one 
pillow bctweeo a Democratic and a Radical 
bend ; while u|mui the stump, their hardest 
blows at each other are aimed in Ihe spirit and 
language of krightly courtesy ; yet, in dignity 
of demeanor, and HuMtCMM of expres.-ion, the 
Democratic candidate ii justly aduiircd for his 
superiority. 

1 will not trouble you with any detail 
of the points made and parried in Ihe discus- 
sions. You have read the phonographic report 
of the speeches at Vanceburg on the 1st irist., 
published in Ihe Louisville Ledger. The others 
were sufficiently like lo merit no particular re- 
port, llf course the speakers discuss extem- 
poraneously, and the speeches are suited lo (he 
I'lne and audience, but necessarily the most 
important subjects are repeated. The crowds 
in this busy farming season, and with what I 
have found to be insufficient notice of the ap- 
pointments, have not been very large. But 
everywhere the audiences have been attentive, 
and com nosed of the representative men of the 
pncincis of the several counties. At Vance- 
burg, Callettsbuig, Louisa, Pnintsville. and 
Piketon, tin- ladies constituted, if not the 
larger, at least the more noticeable portion of 
the audience, and deprived Gen. Harlan of the 
pleasure of treating his Radical adherents to 
such auecdob'S as the one ol I lie nigger and 
the black snake, which you know has a heap of 
nigger in it, if not of pure wit — the one of old 
Abe and his hall-sick, hall-cruzy bed-fellow, 
who got the wrong animal by Ihe horn, and the 
one of the liule bull who was willing lo woik 
ii be could. The General also dwells Willi 
Radical guslo when ladies are not present, up- 
on the secrets of the toilet and Ihe chamber 
(liilt-egrd) as exhibited in the bill of expendi- 
tures of the Governor's mansion at Frunklort. 
If he ever gels to occupy that ancient dwelling 
" (of which he has not the ghost ol a chance 
now), he deserves to be compelled to drink his 
whisky out of a gourd; and. for other necessary 

purposes, to find the windows slide upon well- 
adjus'.ed weights. I have been a little sur- 
prised lhat he exhibits such a wautof dignity un 
the slump. Bui the fad is, bis heart is not ill 
the cause he advocates. He dares not defend 
the enormities of the Radical parly, and is 
driven, contrary to his instincts, to little pitiful 
side issues, which, in skiillul bauds, may 
amOSe, hul not otherwise interest the people. 
He is a facile, wiry, adroit demagogue (not in 
the offensive sense) and cunning in fence, but 
he lias a led to meet my expectations of him ; 
and, looking over the faces of his friends in the 
various crowds I have seen, I being the judge, 
will say thnt they have been slill more dis- 
appointed. 1 don't know how ii happened, 
but at every place I have yet reached before 
speaking commences the Democrats inquire ol 
me or some one supposed lo be posted whether 
or no' Leslie can speak or hold his own, even 
tolerably; while the Rids invite all to come 
and hear their champion chew up and spit out 
the Democratic candidate. This is the feeling 
"before taking;" after the discussion, 1 find 
Ihe Rails move off without a word, while the 
Democrats wear moie cheerful countenances. 
I tti ink I fully iipppreciatc John Harlan, and 
kuow that I would not w illingly do him in- 
justice, even in Ihe criticism of a partisan 
newspaper ; but candor compels ine to Say 
lhat, in this campaign, Leslie has decidedly 
the advantage. In these, among other points, 
hi exhibits an earnestness, ndiguity, and iniin- 
liuess of style, so free of demagoguery, and, 
in these days of loose political murals, so 
lull of refreshing candor, lhat he compels 
admiration. His points too are well taken 
The people are pleased with him, and he is a 
mm who improves on acquaintance as a 
speaker. Such cannot be said of his adversary. 
Leslie will carry this country by increased 
majorities, while Harlan would have done well 
to have let his reputation as a stumper do the 
work here rather than to trust to Ins own ap- 
pearance in person among this people. As yel 
I see no signs of great enthusiasm among the 
adherents ol' either cause, but there is an airol 
determination in the Democracy that bodes no 
good to Radicalism. If the Democrats are a| 
patently careless, it comes from a certainty ot 
success. The people, and your correspondent 
amongst them, cannot consider John Harlan as 
seriously and really a candidate for the Gov- 
ernorship — we consider him only as seeking 
martyrdom, that the crown thereof may be 
fat Federal office — and, liking him as wc do, 
personally, for many estimable qualities, and 
admiring him for his intellect, we wish him 
the full fruition of his desires — under Grant. 
Let it be known that Leslie speaks at (Iw ings- 
villc in place of Morehead. I can send you 
nothing but the must cheering news from Ibis 
country in regard to the Stale canvass, Si well 
as to the perlect organization of our party in 
local and legislative races. I write on my knee in 
an uncomlortnble attitude, and must close this 
scrawl, us my one-eyed but Irus.y old grey is 
saddled and ready for the ride to Saylersville. 
I think I bear old Sam s shrill whistle, rival 
ing a locomotive, in welcoming the party to 
the village which bears his euphonous name.

Hints from a Housewife- 

Perhaps some of our housekeeping renders 
do not knofr of certain economical expedients 
in domestic management that have somehow 
crept into our practice. Brooms are so gen- 
erally used and abused that, their freshness 
worn otf, tbey are too soon discarded. When 
n broom beztns to succumb to wear and tear, 
place it into a pan of boiling water for u few 
seconds, shaking it well, and drying it quickly 
in the sun or near the fire. If the bottom 
edge is wearing unevenly, tic a string around 
it until it is dry, and trim otf the uneven edge 
carefully. Whisk brooms should be treated in 
the same way. 

Clothes-pins, boiled a few moments and 
quickly dried, once or twice n month, become 
more flexible and durable. Clothes-lines will 
last longer and keep in better order for wash- 
day service if occasionally treated the same 
way. 

We have discovered a first-rate home-made 
cement for filling up cracks in an old stove or 
range. The ingredients arc wood-ashes and 
salt, equal proportion in bulk of each, little 
less of salt; reduce to a soft paste with cold 
water, and fill cracks when the range or stove 
is cool. The cement will soon become per- 
fectly hard. We keep an iron spoon in an old 
tin pan on hand, ready for duty whenever a 
crack appears. Fire-clay (obtained at the 
stove-dealers) will sometimes answer ; but our 
home-made cement is always at command. 

Never discard the old lids of the worn-out 
cooking-stove when the iron-monger takes it 
away. They can be heated so quickly, and 
when wrapped in cloths and placed uround or 
upon the body in cases of severe pain will be 
found invaluable. Many a time have we been 
able to soothe suffering by these warm lids 
always being at hand. Flat and light as they 
are, they can be easily placed anywhere 
upou the body. Keep them in a convenient 
place, where they can be had at a moment's 
notice. — llearth and Home. 

How to Make a Place Prosperous. — There 
can hardly be a better 6igu of prosperity in a 
community than a disposition to help one 
another, to lift ft little when a neighbor's 
wheel gets stuck in the mud. 

I knew of a place where a man's barn, with 
all his winter stores of grain and hay, wus con- 
sumed in the night. Immediately all the men 
of the country side mustered and hauled up 
timber for a new barn, and then a big raising 
came off. After that the sound of twenty or 
thirty hammers was heard until the whole was 
shingled and sbedded. But their deed of 
kindness was not done yet; oue and another 
Offered to take a head or two of his stock and 
winter them, thus greatly reducing his loss, 
and 1 assuring his heart of the more durable 
riches of brotherly love and neighborly good 
will. No oue can compute in money the value 
of one such example of noble liberality in a 
community, especially in its influences upon 
the young. Where this spirit prevails there is 
sure to be progress in a (dace even it all im- 
provements are in their inlaney. People will 
like to conic and settle in a place which bears 
such a good name. Now if you desire to see 
your place growing a popular one, do what 
vou can to show yourself a good neighbor 
especially to those who need a little extra 
help. 

If ft man starts a tin shop or a blacksmith 
shop in your place, don't harness up and drive 
otf live miles to buy your pnns and get your 
horses shod, just because you have been in the 
habit of doing it. Patronize the new coiner 
whenever yuu want anything done in his line. 
Speak encouragingly to him, and well of him, 
to your neighbors. Little words of approval 
or censure go a long way, and when once you 
have spoken them, you can not Call them buck. 

Help the sick, especially if they are poor, for 
poverty and illness are indeed a heavy burden. 
Perform all acts of loving charity which fall 
day by day in your path, remembering who it 
is that has said, "Ye shall in nowise lose your 
reward. — Cow try Gentleman. 
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When to Cut Hay.— Timothy hay is much 
more valuable when cut early than when per- 
mitted to become ripe. If seed is needed, lenve 
a portion for that purpose; but the main 
crop for hay should be cut when in blossom. 
At this period the plant contains much gum, 
sugar and starch, w hich later become changed 
into dry, harsh, unnulritious, woody fiber. 
For this reason, cut early in July. There is 
it very pervalent idea that the blossoms causes 
the hay to be dusty, and productive of d s- 
ease to horses fed on it Heaves arc said to 
lie caused by it. This is an error. Any 
dust made by the dried blossoms must of 
necessity be shaken off during the handling 
of the hay, and if it were not so, the dust 
itself would be harmless unless taken into the 
lungs, which contiuued, of course, would be 
hurtful. There is do necessity for the hay to 
be fed in such a manner as to allow tbit. 
The injurious dust is that caused >y damp 
and mould. This is hurtful, in a high degree j 
and care must be taken to have the hay put j 
in the barn free from moisture. Timothy hay 
il very easily cured ; we have cut it in the I 
forenoon, and had it well and safely housed 
before night by having it well-spread and 
turned during the day. Hay so gotten in 
will come out green and fragrant, will spend 
well and sell well. It is ft common idea that 
timothy is bird on the land. When per- 
mitted to ripen its seed, this is true, as of 
auy other grain crop; but when cut early, 
is not exhaustive. Culling early spares the 
soil, gets the hay out of tho way of the 
wheat harvest in good time, and gives the 
farmer more nutritious feed fur his slock. Try 
it. — Hearth and Home. 

Blackberry Wine. — The blackberry season 
will soon be upon us, and we would urge our 
readers to make the most of it. This delicious 
fruit is not less valuable, intrinsically, because 
it grows spontaneously all over our couniry, 
and may be had in profusion for the picking. 
Apart from the delicious pies, cordial-", and 
marmalades, it yields a wine, with proper 
manipulation, superior to the best claret that 
can be bought in our market, and valuable for 
medical purposes. A gentleman of Summit, 
Miss., last Slimmer, made ten barrels of black- 
berry wine, specimens of which we have tasted, 
and must pronounce it ft good, palatable, and 
wholesome article, superior in many respects to 
the wines of commerce In American markets. 
How many families throughout our fruitful 
■oath-land might supply their tables the year 
round with blackberry wine, almost without 
money, by the exercise of a little care and in- 
dustry and intelligence in the proper season, 
thus addiug a luxury to the home supplies.

Watering Plants With Hot Water. — It 
has lately been shown, by careful experiment, 
that sickly potted plants, even some that have 
almost died out, can be greatly benefitted, nnd 
sometimes, indeed, entirely restored to vigor, 
by applying warm water to them instead of 
cold. In certain cases, oleanders which had 
never bloomed, or did so only imperfectly, 
after being treated with luke-warm water, in- 
creasing the temperature gradually from 140 up 
to 170 degrees Fahrenheit, produced the most 
magnificent luxuriance of bloom. Similar re- 
sults occurred with an old plant of Hoya; and 
also with au India-rubber tree which had near- 
ly withered away. In all cases the application 
of water heated to 110 degrees Fahrenheit, 
without any other precaution, caused a new 
and flourishing growth. 

Treatment of the Strawberrv Bed After 
tbe Bearing. — A correspondent of the Mobile 
Register says that common sense teaches that, 
after a plant has exhausted itself in the pro- 
duction of a crop, it needs recuperation. It is 
a demand of nature that cannot be disregarded 
with impunity. Therefore as soou as the 
strawberrv crop has been removed, everything 
calculated to rob the crop of its legitimate food 
must be destroyed, nnd an additional supply 
provided. Either remove or plow or spade 
in all grass, cultivate thoroughly, apply a good 
dressing of some appropriate fertilizer, keep 
the ground mellow during the summer, and 
clip otr all the runners as fast as they appear. 
The next fall the plants will be strong and 
healthy, aud the reward will be a heavy crop 
of fruit the ensuing season.
